Very  heavy  populations  of  grasshoppers  appeared  during  the  month  in  south- 
eastern Arizona,  the  Panhandles  of  Texas  and  Olclahoma,  and  southwestern  Zansas, 
G-rasshopper  populations  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  were  larger  than  usual. 
Localized  infestations  were  found  in  various  parts  of  the  remaining  Grea.t  Plains 
and  Rocky  Moimtann  StaAes, 

The  ijeak  of  Mormon  cricket  oviposition  has  "been  passed  in  Oregon  and  Uanhing- 
ton.  Extensive  migrations  occurred  in  Idaho.  Development  has  "been  delayed  in 
I Hevada  hecause  of  unfavorable  weather.  Infestations  in  Montana,  Wyoming,  and 
!l  South  Dakota  are  light,  except  in  a few  local  areas. 

The  rose  chafer  was  generally  more  abundant  than  usual  from  Hew  England 
I southward  to  Virginia  and  westward  to  Ill.inois  and  Wisconsin. 

' Japanese  beetle  adults  began  appearing  in  numbers  during  the  third  week  in 

' the  month  throughout  the  infested  area. 

Emergence  of  white-fringed  beetle  ad-ults  was  first  observed  during  the  second 
‘ week  of  the  month  in  Louisianao 

Very  heavy  flights  of  army  cutworm  moths  v;ere  observed  in  eastern  Montana, 
and  western  ITebraska. 

In  Ventura  County,  Cadif.,  serious  damage  to  sugar  beets  \iras  occasioned  by 
the  beet  armyworm. 

Heavy  infestations  of  hessian  fly  were  reported  in  Ohio,  Illinois,  a,nd  Iowa. 

In  general,  chinch  bug  wa,s  less  abundant  than,  was  anticipated  over  prc»cticadly 
the  entire  infested  area.  Een-jy  radns  played  an  important  pant  in  this  reduction. 

Corn  ear  worm  was  reported  as  more  abundant  than  usual  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  v/estward  to  Illinois, 

Surveys  carried  on  in  Illinois  during  the  last  week  in  May  shovred  that  the 
sweetclover  v/eevil  extends  throughout  the  northern  half  of  the  State, 

Comstock*  s mealybug  females  appealed  about  S dash’s  earlier  than  they  did  last 
year  in  western  Virginia  and  eastern  West  Virginia, 

Rather  heavy  infestations  of  European  red.  mite  were  reported  from  Maine, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio, 
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The  peak  of  emergence  of  plum  curciilio  larvae  occurred  during  the  first  wedc  ^ 
in  the  month  in  south-central  Pennsj^lvania,  The  first  emergence  of  adults  from 
the  soil  occurred  during  the  third  v;eek  in  the  month  in  G-eorgia.  Pirst  pupation  ' 
of  the  season  occurred  in  the  Port  Vallej  section  nearly  a \reek  earlier  than  in 
1940.  Pmergence  of  adults  from  the  soil  hogan  during  the  second  week  in  the  month. 
Infestation  in  this  region  v;as  heavier  than  during  194o  ajid  the  peach  crop  was 
somewhat  letter  than  usual. 

Heavy  huild— up  of  purple  scale  in  southern  Cadifornia.  was  producing  a v;; 

serious  problem  on  citrus,  particula,rly  in  the  coasted  a.rea,s,  1; 


Blister  beetles  damaging  a wide  variety  of  crops  were  reported  as  numerous 
from  West  Virginia  south^^rard  to  the  G-ulf, 

Seed-corn  maggot  wa.s  quite  prevalent  and  destructive  from  Hev;  York,  v;est- 
ward  to  Michigan..  This  insect  wan  adso  quite  destructive  in  pants  of  Utah, 


Colorado  potato  beetle  v/as  reported  as  unusual3.y  abundant  from  Hew  York 
westv/and  to  the  Dalcotan  and  lTebranka<j 


Tomato  psyllid  v.aas  reported  an  very  ahundant  in  parts  of  Montana.. 

The  bean  leaf  beetle  cansed  considcradle  doma.gc  from  West  Virginia  Xirestv/ard 
to  Illinois,

G-rasshopper  eggs  were  hatciiing  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  dioring  the 
latter  part  of  May,  but  reports  fron  Manitoba  and  Saskatchet/an,  dated 
May  27,  indicated  that  the  general  hatch  vrould  be  late,  owing  to  prevailing 
cool  V7ea,thcr,  Hovrever,  by  mid-Juno  grasshoppers  were  Sufficiently  nunerous 
and  active  in  certain  areas  of  these  Provinces  and  Alberta  to  necessitate 
the  use  of  poisoned  bait,  and  some  damage  to  cereals  and  sugar  beets  was 
reported  at  Portage,  La  Prairie,  Carman,  and  Emerson,  Manitoba, 

Enormous  numbers  of  adults  of  the  wheat  stem  sawfly  were  emerging 
in  mid-June  throughout  the  infested  areas  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan, 
Ihiergence  was'  about  a week  earlier  than  in  19'^0,  Lhis  species  increased 
in  abundance  and  range  in  these  two  Provinces  la.st  year,  and  indications 
one  thod  the  194l  outbrealr  will  be  as  severe  on,  or  vrorse  than,  that  of 

1940. 

Overwintering  adults  of  Say*s  stink  bug  were  very  abundant  in  extreme 
southern  Alberta,  feeding  on  weeds  and  native  wild  plants,  Oviposition 
was  first  noted  on  April  2S  and  hatching  commenced  on  May  20, 

Wireworms  are  causing  loss  to  the  wheat  crop  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
Considerable  damage  was  being  inflicted  by  then  in  southern  and  western 
districts  of  Manitoba,  In  Sankad chowan  serious  thinning  of  whead  on 
fallo;i;  occurred  in  areas  wnere  the  soil -was  dry  ad  seed  level.  However, 
considerable  loss  v.as  also  reported  in  the  southeast,  notwithstanding  a 
wet  spring,  A survey  early  in  June  indicaded  10  percent  damage  to  summer- 
fallow  whead  in  the  Saskatoon-Eattleford  area,  and  5 percent  in  the 
Eadtlef ord-C’laslyn-Ea.paume  district.  In  Alberta.,  wireworms  v/ere  causing 
slight  thinning  of  wheat  in  the  foothills  area,  and  some  losses  to  sugar 
beets  in  the  Jamieson— Barnwell  area., 

Ihe  pale  western  cutv/orm  caused  some  crop  losses  locadly  in  southern 
Alberta,  but  no  cutvjorm  dama.ge  was  evident  in  Saskatchewan  up  to  mid-June, 
In  British  Colmbia  there  have  been  fev/er  reports  of  cutworm  injury  than 
in  1940,  when  an  outbreak  of  the  vaniegated  cutworm  occurred, 

A major  flight  of  Jrne  beetles  (Phyllophaga  a.nxia.  Lee,  and  P,  fusca 
Eroel,)  occurred  in  central  Ontario  during  May  and  the  ea.rly  part  of 
Juno  over  a.n  a.rea  of  at  least  5»000  sq_uare  miles,  adfecting  a.ll  counties 
betx'reen  Perth  a.nd  Peterborough,  and  many  deciduous  trees  were  severely 
defoliated,  The  last  important  outbreak  of  these  insects  in  the  region 
concerned  oceux-red  in  1932,  A hea.vy  flight  of  a third  species, 
futilis^  Lee,,  occurred  in  the  Chatham  district  in  soutlav/esteim 
Ontario, 
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Pupae  of  tlie  European  corn  "borer  were  foimd  at  St.  dean,  Q,ue"bec, 
on  May  12,  alout  1 month  earlier  than  in  19^0,  By  June  l4  approxi- 
mately 50  percent  of  overwintering  l-arvae  had  pupated.  In  the  Ottawa 
district  about  30  percent  had  pupated  "by  June  11,  At  La  Salle,  in 
southwestern  Ontario,  eggs  were  found  on  Juno  l4,  the  earliest  date 
for  corn  "borer  eggs  ever  recorded  for  this  Province, 

Heavy  flights  of  moths  of  the  beet  wobv/orm  were  reported  locally 
in  southern  areas  of  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 

The  usual  reports  of  various  degrees  of  crop  doBage  by  certain 
species  of  flea  beetles  have  been  received  from  Ontario,  Manitoba, 
Alberta.,  and  British  Columbia, 

The  asparagus  beetle  ha,s  been  taken  at  Mission,  British  Columbia, 

The  only  previous  record  for  this  province  was  "Vancouver  in  1934, 

The  striped  cucumber  beetle  was  reported  causing  \^idespread  dana,ge 
to  cultivated  host  plants  in  southv/estern  Ontario,  and  hea.vy  infestations 
were  noted  locailly  in  Eexir  Brunswick, 

Peas  on  Vancouver  Island  are  seriously  infested  by  the  striped 
pea  weevil  ( Sitona  lineatus  L,),'  This  species  ufas  first  recorded  in 
Horth  America  at  Victoria,  British  Columbia.,  in  1932,  It  attacks 
legumes  generally. 

Heavy  infestations  of  the  cabbage  ■ma.ggot,  resulting  in  severe 
damage  to  the  cabbage  crop,  are  reported  in  southv/estern  Ontario, 

The  carrot  rust  fly,  which  during  the  last  5 years  has  become 
widespread  in  British  Col\imbia,  has  caused  from  ^0-^  to  9C— perednt 
loss  of  the  carrot  crop  in  the  lovjer  Eraser  Valley,  This  pest  wa.s 
also  found  to  have  established  itself  on  Vancouver  Island  in  1939» 
and  is  now  causing  serious  losses  to  gardeners  in  the  Victoria  district. 

The  first  pupa  of  the  codling  moth  in  the  Annapolis  Valley, 

Hova  Scotia,  v;as  found  on  May  12,  At  Simcoe,  in  southern  Ontario, 
the  first  moths  v;ore  taken  on  May  27.  By  May  23 » in  the  Okanagon 
Valley,  British  Columbia,  the  moths  ha.d  been  in  evidence  in  orchards 
for  over  2 weeks. 

The  eye— spotted  budmoth  is  unusually  prevalent  in  the  Hiagara 
district,  and  is  a major  pest  this  season  in  orchards-  in  ilorfolk 
County,  Ontario, 

The  apple  sawfly  (Hoplocampa  testudinea  Hlug,),  which  was 
first  discovered  in  British  Columbia  at  Victoria,  "yp^ncouver  Island, 
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on  Jtine  5»  occurs  in  the  Oak  3ay  nunicipaJity  over  an  area, 

of  approximately  6 square  miles,  'The  Infestation  of  apples  in  this 
area  ranges  from  slight  to  50  percent,  according  to  variety. 

Che  tarnished  plant  hug  ha.s  caused  much  damage  to  the  apple  crop 
in  the  Okanagan  Vallej'-,  British  Columhia,  particularly  in  the 
Kelowna  district, 

A survey  of  orchards  in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  iTova.  Scotia,  indi- 
cates that,  on  the  v/hole,  the  rosy  apple  aphid  \^±11  he  scarce  this 
season, 

Swig  injury  hy  the  oriental  fruit  noth  was  beginning  to  appear 
in  the  Hiagara  district,  Ontario,  at  the  end  of  May.

In  the  more  southern  counties  of  northwestern  Texa-s,  Brachyptola 
nagna  G-ir, , the  giant  lubber  gra.sshopper,  is  the  doninant  species,  with 
M,  diff orontialis  next  in  inportance,  Dana.gc  by  those  two  species  was 
occurring  to  young  cotton  plants  in  locialized  areas,  3,  nagna  is  50 
percent  adult.  This  species  which  hatched  on  range  lands  has  moved 
into  adjacent  cottonfiolds  a.s  grasses  began  to  dry,

bivit talus,  the  dorlnajit  species,  representing  35  percent  of  the 
populations,  while  A.  turnbullii  comiorises  25  percent  a.nd  M,  mexi cajius 
20  percent.  Adult  M.  bivittatus  were  observed  June  12,  Pield  popular- 
tions  seldom  range  higher  then  10  per  square  yand.
